words. A word went into my mind 
as a dicture which always came out 
with a new label. Later, just before 
Mr. Tyer’s shoe business was closed 
b-- the Civil War, we met again to 
eut soles upon the shoes that went 
South.

After working hard 
from seven to six, besides the chores 
at home for the two small sisters, 
when the mother was called away to 
help in other households, she paid a 
tutor from the Seminary to piece out 
her limited schooling, during the long 
evenings. I lost sight of her again, 
because I was called to teach outside 
and to various tasks to hetp the fam- 
ily income out in those dark days, 
and not till Mr. Johnson died did 
I renew my daily walk where I could 
visit with her as we passed up and 
down. My father, who watched with 
Johnson as he patiently lay waiting 
with his painful old wound for the 
release of the Grand Furlough, said 
he did not know which he admired 
most, the courage of the young wife 
that she would follow safely in the 
path with the children, or her hus- 
band’s trust in her ability to do so. 
How she walked we all know. Near 
the close of her life, a great joy came. 
Her pride of ancestry evidently in- 
herited, was gratified by a letter that 
was’ turned over to me for a Bethia 
Frve. who married James Wiley, and 
went down east to Limington, Me., 
where his daughter, Lydia Wiley, 
married General John MacDonald,

-ople down in Maine gave us what 
we lacked on Wiley and we paid back 
with the Frye line, and we had every 
ancestor complete without ‘a break, 
strange to say, while the better known 
lines of Johnson and Whittier still 
hold-.a. few conundrums. Robert 
Wiley and his wife Jane appear in 
Andover about 1738 and were per- 
haps a part of the Scotch weavers 
or Presbyterians of Londonderry, 
Ireland, both sorts coming here near 
1731 to 1740 some to help on farms 
and some to work for Frye in the 
new mills started in Frye Village. 
They wove the cloth at home and 
Frye fulled it at the old mill near 
where Rowell’s Folly (now Hussey’s 
Brook) enters the Shawshin. Our 
tax lists have besides Wiley, John 
Delap, William Dillaway, Campbell, 
Alexander, Hugh and Henry Gordon, 
Boyd, Canada, Armour, Seton, Rob- 
ert McCurdy, Robert and John 
Stuart with William Bolton, ancestor 
of the librarian of the Boston Athe- 
naeum, James Cochrane, Dinsmore, 
and many more who married Yankee 
girls and became ancestors of An- 
dover folks. 

Robert Wiley leaves the tax list in 
1744 and he may have gone to Lon- 
donderry, N. H. with his daughter, 
Margaret, (2) who married James 
Alexander, I find the name all along 
the Maine coast from Fryeburg, later 
on to Trenton near to Mt. Bisert, 
where the fire wiped out the records 
of the Scotch ag line of our 
Haynes family in Ballardvale. James 
Wiley was born, according to tragi- 
tion, at sea, like James Cochrane, and

in the South 
Church, October 29, 1738. Jane and 
Sarah the twins were baptized 1741, 
John in 1743. They lived near the 
Jones place in Scotland District some- 
where, An older son William (2) 
married Elizabeth Walker, also a 
Scot, and after the birth of William 
(3) and Ben (3) also followed the 
other Scots to.the hills’ somewhere 
near 1752. Meanwhile young James 
grew up here, perhaps bound out to 
a Frye or aie nson, to serve as ap- 
prentice or farmer till 21. We find 
he became a lieutenant in the French 
Wars, and going with Arnold across 
Maine to Canada when he served 
from Andover during the Revolution. 
Where or when he married Bethia 
Frye isstill unsolved. The probate 
of both Nathan Frye and his widow 
Sarah” (Bridges), give James Wiley 
as son-in-law, and leave legacies. 
Bethia was a descendant of John 
Frye and Susanna the pioneer by son 
Samuel (2) and wife Mary Aslebe, 
whose farms were the Atkins place 
and John B. Jenkin’s farms of today. 
Nathan (3) had girls only who all 
married well. Bethia’s first husband, 
i Johnson, died as did both his sons, 
and she had a gift of the place, and 
there in 1789 they packed up and 
moved to Limerick, a new town, 
where Johnson also went. Liming- 
ton and Standish also were places 
of residence and there James died in 
1808 while Bethia went a little earlier, 

(3) Sarah Wiley named for Grand- 
ma Frye married Daniel Richardson 
of Princeton, Mass. (3) Chloe mar- 
ried James Davis of Methuen, (3) 
William one son, married Sarah Had- 
len in 1785 apparently mother of two 
children, Lydia Callahan Wiley and 
Jonathan, maybe more. After Wil- 
liam’s death she married Stephen 
Richardson of Danvers. Some years 
ago, a clergyman of Galveston, Texas 
visited Andover while attending the 
Episcopal Convention in Boston, and 
he asked me for a Stephen Richard- 
son a mariner, his grandfather, who 
came from Andover and on a voyage 
co New Orleans was wrecked near 
Galveston, and liked so well that he 
‘hose it for his abode. I wonder if 
this was the Stephen. Sarah Had- 
ley’s children born in Andover may 
have joined the stepfather. In gen- 
ealogy everything comes to him who 
waits. The remaining son of James 
and Bethia, David (3) chose Chloe 
Holt of Andover for a wife. She was 
from Nicholas (1) and wife Elizabeth 
Short, Henry (2) and Sarah Ballard, 
Henry (3) and Martha Marston, 
Joseph (4) and Abigail Rich, who 
lived on Holt Row, North Reading 
line, Nathaniel Holt (5) and Eliza- 
beth Stevens who moved to North 
Parish. These were parents of (6) 
Chloe Holt. She had a brother whtse 
son, Timothy Holt (7) and Mary 
Lovejoy were parents of the late 
fohn Holt, who lived opposite Mrs. 
Plato Eames. He had an excellent 
memory and was of great assistance 
in getting out the Holt fine and the 


was baptized ‘here 


Wiley cousins, David (3) Wiley and 


Chloe Holt who were married here 
in 1789 were parents of William 
Wiley (4) the father of Elizabeth 
(Wiley) Johnson, who married Mary 
Ann (Whittier) (Abbott) in 1844. He 
had brothers James and David of 
whom James is recorded as having a 
wife Phebe S. in 1837 and a son 
George Nathaniel Wiley born in 1837. 
lf still living, he would now be 74. 
Anyone who has the least clue to the 
residence or to any party who could 
tive help on the family records of 
the Wiley tribe here will be welcomed 
with gratitude for a hint where to 
turn. An effort among historians is 
being made to get the records of 
these careless Scots who did not 
realize the value their descendants 
would set upon them. 

My friend did not live till I had 
secured the full tale but she knew at 
last why I had recognized her voice 
and her walk and her eye. These 
were all inherited and of the lines 
the Frye is the strongest, though the 
Holt is longer lived. To those who 
believe we are a bundle of ancestral 
habits to hold or let go by our own 
free choice the study of heredity is 
very fascinating besides useful. To 
Elizabeth came her ten talents and 
she did not hide them. My kins- 
woman and friend she was, and I 
place this little tribute for her grand- 
children at the end of the years, that 
thev too may keep her best for those 
who come next. ie A

Girls Jumped; Searching the Rul 


Steps. Being Taken to Prevent 
a Simiiar Occurrence 


FUNERALS OF FIFTY ViGTIMS 


Pathetic Scenes as Mourners Become 
Frantic With Grief—Fire Marshal 
Finds That Girls Found Traps at 
Every Turn as They Tried to Es- 
cape Flames tn Triangle Waist 
Factory—Fire Escape Inadequate 


New York, March 29.—While the 
funeral services for fifty victims of 
Saturday's shirt waist factory in 
Washington square were being held 
yesterday steps were taken for a re- 
vision of the building laws to prevent 
similar holocausts in the future, A 
committee of five experts will frame 
amendments to throw safeguards 
around men, women and children who 
work in crowded shops and big manu- 
facturing structures. As soon as the 
necessary changes are framed they 
will be presented to the legislature 
with a plea for prompt action. 

With a death list still standing at 
145, 125 of the victims have been 
identified. [t is believed that but few 
of the remaining twenty bodies in the 
morgue can be identified. 

The scenes attending the funerals 

of the fire victims were the most pa- 
thetic ever witnessed on the Wast 
Side. At some of the funerals the 
crowds were frantic with grief. Wo- 
men wept aloud, while men stood 
with bared heads and tear-dimmed 
eyes. Thousands of people turned 
out. In some instances the hearses 
were followed by hundreds on foot. 
At times a hearse carried two and 
even three members of the same fam- 
ily. 
' Fire Marshal Beers ‘declares that so 
long as present conditions remain 
there is ccntinual menace of similar 
catastrophies in New York. 

As pathetic as the scenes at the 


morgue, on Sunday—though in a dif-: 


ferent way—were some of the revela- 
tions brougnt out by Beers in his pub- 
lic inquiry into the causes of the Asch 
building disaster. It was ‘shown that 
the poor girls in that panic rush to 
escape from-the flames found traps at 
every turn. 

It seemed that the very arrangement 
of the workrooms was a trap. With 
hundreds of women jammed back to 
back at their machines when the panic 
started the narrow aisles became 
blocked with chairs and the girls were 
in confusion before they even started 
for the aoors. Then there was the 
scarcity of exits, the inward opening 
doors and the death trap “fire es- 
cape.” 

Marshal Beers conducted the inquiry 
at fire headquarters. Ostensibly it 
Was merely to ascertain the cause of 
the fire, but the marshal went deeper 
and questioned at length the fifteen 
witnesses as to the conditions in the 
the fire. 
Beers had questioned all the witnesses 
beforehand and merely wanted to put 
their statements in officia) form. 

“The fire, without any question, 
started from a cigaret or a match 
thrown into a pile of lawn clippings— 
light cotton stuff—on the Green street 
side of the building,” said Beers. 
“There was no gasolene about the 
place so far as I could learn, and the 
machinery power was furnished by 
electric motors. But I can prove that 
cigaret smoking was no uncommon 
practice among the men employed in 
the factory. I found the stains of 
cigarets in places where they had been 
laid down by the smokers.” 

The funeral of the unidentified dead 
will be made the occasion for a gi- 
gantic protest by union labor of the 
conditions in factories. The leaders 
in the various trades that are herded 
in loft buildings where a living is 
eked under conditions that are a men- 
ace to life and health expect the de- 
monstration, which ts to take the form 
of a parade, to be the largest of its 
kind in the history of the city. 

There is a bitterness among the 
waist makers over the disaster that 
has been intensified because the Tri- 
angle Waist company was a _ non- 
union shop, where the rules of the 
union as to closed doors, fire exits and 
hours of labor were not observed. 

Fire Chief Croker received more 
than 500 Jetters from citizens yester- 
day, praising his action in starting 
the movement to safeguard the lives 
of women, men and children em- 
ployed in office, loft and factory build- 
ings. Many offered their services to 
aid him in any possible way. Others 
offered suggestions for further im- 
provements and safeguards. 

“The good work has been started, 
and from all indications will result 
in immediate and sweeping changes 

o drastically needed,” commented 
he chief. 
No Outside Fire Escape 

Nearly all, if not all, of the victims 
were employed by the Triangle Waist 
company on the eighth, ninth and 
tenth floors of a ten-story loft build- 
ing at 23 Washington place. There 
was not an outside fire escape on the 
building. 

A corner on the eighth floor was the 
point of origin of the fire and the three 
upper floors only were swept. On the

finth fioor fifty bodies were found, 
sixty-three or more were crushed to 


death by jumping, 
thirty bodies clogged the elevator 
shafts. The loss to property will not 
exceed $100,000. 

' Pedestrians going home 
Washington place to 
Square at 4:50 Saturday afternoon 
were scattered by the whiz of some- 
thing rushing through the air before 
them; there was a horrible flop on 
the pavement and a body flattened on 
the flags. Wayfarers on the opposite 
side of the street saw the windows of 
the three upper floors of the building 
black with girls crowding to the sills. 
There were no fire escapes. 

“Don’t jump, don’t jump!” yelled 
the crowd. But the girls had no 
choice. The pressure of the mad- 
dened hundreds behind them and the 
urging of their own fears were too

through 


Fire Out In Half an Hour 

Four alarms were run within fifteen 
minutes. Before the engines could 
respond, before the nets could be 
stretched or the ladders raised, five 
girls had fallen from the eighth and 
ninth floors so heavily they broke 
through the iron roofs of the gsub- 
cellar and crashed through the very 
streets into the vaults below. In an 
hour the fire waz out; in half an hour 
it had done its worst; probably the 
death list was full in twenty minutes. 

The building stands on a_ corner 
with exposure on two sides, but the 
only fire escape was on the interior, 
opening on a light and air shaft. In 
all there were seven exits—the single 
fire escape, two freight elevators at 
the rear, two passenger elevators in 
front and two stairways. All of them 
proved useless, and practically all 
who escaped either climbed to the roof 
and scrambled thence to the roof of 
the building occupied by the American 
Book company adjoining, or fled in the 
first rush for safetly before the crush 
and smoke grew too thick. 


Caught In Death Trap 

The building stands with shell in- 
tact and barely scarred, and it is im- 
possible for one who did not see it to 
imagine how the flames in so short 
space could have wrought such havoc. 
Seven hundred hands, 500 of them 
women, were employed by the waist 
company. They sat in rows at their 
whirring machines, the tables before 
them piled with flimsy cloth, the 
floors littered with lint, the air itself 
ful of flying, inflammable dust. The 
first rush of flame was almost an ex- 
plosion. Operators died in_ their 
chairs, their lungs seared by inhaling 
flame. Others were crowded into the 
elevator shafts after the cars had made 
their last trip. Still others were 
pushed off the inadequate fire escape. 

In such a horrible stream did the 
bodies overflow from the windows that 
the fire nets, stretched by the first 
companies to arrive, were soon 
gorged beyond capacity. Twelve 
bodies weighted one net to the burst- 
ing point, but the bodies kept on rain- 
ing to the pavement, through meshes 
that could no longer support them. 

Many were suffocated or burned to 
death within the building. Many who 
fought their way to the windows and 
leaped met death as surely but per- 
haps more quickly on the pavements 
below.

THE STATE 
A Busy “ Fellow Citizen” 


Samuel W. George lives in Haver- 
hill, Almost everybody knows Sam 
George. For many years he was in 
politics: He was an excellent poli- 
tician, as well as an excellent public 
servant. For three years after he 
got out of politics, he was a Gas 
Commissioner, Pretty goad Gas 
Commissoner, was George. He is 
now an appraiser down at the Cus- 


| tom House, and we haven't the least 


doubt but that he is just as good an 
appraiser as he was poltician, gas 
commissioner, citizen. Those who 
haven’t known him in any of the 
above ways may have seen him walk- 
ing through the train any day as he 
goes in or comes out from Boston 
to his home in Haverhi!l. For some 
reason, he usually walks through the 
train. We never knew what he was 
looking for, but we have always 
assumed that Sam was seeking an 
honest man or some other curiosity. 
But the other day when he appeared 
before the Railroad Commissioners 
and ordered them to change the 
trains that run from Haverhill to 
Boston through Andover, so that 
hereafter Haverhill people would not 
be obliged to pause in their daily 
passage to and fro, we discovered 
why Sam has been exercising him- 
self daily for many years in peram- 
bulating all over the property that 
was supposed to belong to the Bos- 
ton and Maine Railroad. There is 
every evidence that he is about to 
foreclose, and come into possession 
of this aforesaid property himself. 
His daily perambulations have been 
solely” in the interests of marking 
his possession of the rolling stock 
which the distinguished attorney for 
the Boston and Maine Railroad de- 
lights to tell us “belongs to the 
people,” but which our good friend 
from Haverhill has-:now announced 
is his own private property, hence- 
forth to be run to meet his own per- 
sonal wishes. 

Now perhaps Haverhill is the only 
place on the map. Perhaps our friend 
George ‘is the only person to be con- 
sidered as a patron of the. Boston 
and Maine Railroad. Perhaps it 
isn’t of any importance that Andover 
people have some interest in the run- 
ning of the Boston and Maine rail- 
road trains, and in furthering that 
interest insist that the rights of the 
travelers from this station are just 
as important for consideration as are 
the rights of the gentleman who 
emits so spontaneously some of the 
gases that he must have absorbed 
during his three years of holding 
down a chair at the State House. 

We like you, Sam! but really you 
are much more interesting in re- 
pose than you are when you attempt 
to set up the rights and privileges of 
your community. Andover is on the 
map. She was on the map from a 
railroad standpoint long before the 
chaise and stage coach had _ been 
abolished from Haverhill streets. 
The B. & M. R. R. had an original 
terminus at Andover, and from the 
day when the first train ran until the 
present day Andover has_ enjoyed 
good service and hoped .for better. 

Run trains express through An- 
dover? Pshaw! Instead, stop more 
of them here and give Haverhillites 
an ever-increasing opportunity to 
bask, even for a brief minute, in the 
sunshine of real charm such as a 
suffering Haverhillite ought.to want. 
even if he doesn’t; and such as An- 
dover began to bestow upon poor 
benighted Haverhill, when an es- 
teemed Andover citizen, the first 
president of the Boston and Maine 
Railroad, lifted. them from their ob- 
security by extending the tracks from 
Andover to Haverhill. No, Sam, 
guess again, and reform something 
else nearer home, the Haverhill gas 
situation for instance: the railroad 
service is very good, thank you, and 
if you really want to ride to Boston 
on the express, come over and live 
with us. : 


The Same Old Fight 


There isn’t a session of the Legis- 
lature in which the subject of tax- 
dodging doesn’t occupy a prominent 
part. It has taken either the form 
of restrictive legislation chasing 
capital in order to add still further 
revenue to the-coffers of bankrupt 
municipalities, or the form of capi- 
tal seeking relief that may enable it 
to hide its head in some way-so that 
the alert assessor cannot find it. 
Without exception, Massachusetts is 
the most prolific field for these two 
forms of legislative discussion in the 
entire country, and it is not surpris- 
ing. Her taxation laws are more 
complex than those of any other 
state. Her system of taxation has 
in it more inequalities than has that 
of any other state, and the constant 
calls for relief are going to continue 
until there is some way found to ad- 
just the entire question of personal 
property taxation. 

Two taxes are absolutely sound in 
law and justice. One is the income 
tax; the other, the single tax on land 
values. United, they would make 
for any community a scheme of tax- 
ation under which “the fellow who 
gets would pay the freight.” Add to 
them, all the many forms now filling 
a volume of directions to assessors 
and tax-dodgers alike, and there is 
no other possible result than the 
present chaos into which we are all 
about to enter on April 1, after the 
assessors begin their annual labors. 
Many reports have gone to the Leg- 


1 islature and many schemes have been 


devised, to circumvent the present 
inequalities, but they are just as 
marked as ever, and the dodger and 
assessor are just as alert as ever, 
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THE TOWN 
: Building in Andover 


There is very little prospect at the 
present time of much local activity 
in building during the coming spring 
and summer, Affairs on the hill are 
booming, and in most of ithe terri- 
tory closely associated with the 
Academy, there is activity in big or 
little matters that will make that a 
busy section for the coming six 
months, But this is not true of any 
other sections of the town. The 
manufacturers, who make up the 
most important factor in the devel- 
opment and growth of Andover, are 
pretty sure to be very slow in mak- 
ing extensions the coming year. If 
they _ shall succeed in keeping the 
machinery already installed, in active 
operation, they will be genuine pub- 
lic benefactors, for unless all signs 
fail, most of the manufacturing con- 
cerns in ithe country will show a 
great. deal of curtailment before 
1912 is written on the calendar. 

Andover needs many new tene- 
ments, They should be tenements 
ranging in ‘cost for monthly rental 
from ten to twenty dollars a month. 
We doubt if there is any town in 
the state where the demand is so 
lively and the supply is so limited for 
this class of property, and, in fact, 
for any class of property, as in An- 
dover. Hardly a day passes that in- 
quiry is not made for modern, well- 
equipped tenements at a fair price. 
The man who builds will insist that 
there is no profit in constructing 
houses under present conditions and 
renting them for the return that the 
house lessee is able to pay. We 
don’t believe this is so. It may be 
true that the return is not as large 
as it once was on _ old-fashioned 
property that stood for a small valu- 
ation. that, required little in the line 
of improvements, and that called for 
little care, but neither is the return 
as large on money loaned, and the 
lessened rate of interest should ap- 
ply to real estate investments as 
well as all other forms of invest- 
ment. Applied in this: way, we be- 


lieve there is no better opening in 


safe and sane ways than to invest 
money in modern, well-built, simple 
but convenient property such as the 
public is requiring in Andover at the 
present time, and of which there is 
an altogether too limited supply. 

In this connection, it is interest- 
ing to note the development of some 
of the suburban property. Where 
this development is the most marked, 
the way is pointed to it by the ex- 
tended waterworks, and where some 
of, the further interesting develop- 
ment is to come is already outlined 
+ the maps on file in the Water- 
works Department. These public 
conveniences are making of the out- 
skirts of Andover some of the very 
best and most desirable residential 
property that the town possesses. 
Distance is, in a measure, a barrier 
for many people who own their own 
homes, but it becomes less and less 
of a barrier every year through 
modern means of transportation. 
The sightly hills of our own town, 
the level ‘stretches where drainage is 
superior, and where the clear air is 
just a little better than it is in the 
centre are going to make attractive 
many of the pieces of land a mile or 
more from the centre that are now 
bidding for public favor. 


Comments on the School Committee 


Speaking from an experience of 
nine years as Chairman of the School 
Board, Colver J. Stone, Esq., told an 
audience in the South church on 
Sunday night some of the inner 
workings of that Board, and the im- 
pressions it had made upon him. 
Few people spend this length of 
time in public service without see- 
ing some things which they think 
might be improved, and Mr. Stone 
is no exception. Some of his sug- 
gestions will be approved, and some 
others will be looked upon with con- 
siderable doubt by those who are in- 
terested and informed upon public 
school matters. He agrees with 
most close observers. of public 
matters in advising smaller commit- 


}tees than that now in force in An- 


dover. This is a generally accepted 
theory of improved public service at 
the present time, whether it be in 
connection with public schools or 
any other of the many branches. 
The fewer heads there are, the more 
sharply defined is the authority and 
responsibility, and it is not at all 
unlikely that the day is not far away 
when the School Committee of An- 
dover will be reduced to three or 
five members. 

The only other particularly inter- 
esting suggestion made by Mr. Stone 
was that which advised the appoint- 
ment of the School Committee by the 
Selectmen. This is certainly a new 


‘idea, but one that will hardly com- 


mend itself very generally to people 
who understand the formation of 
both of these important bodies. We 
can see no earthly reason why a 
Board of Selectmen should appoint 
a School Committee any more than 
a. Board of Public. Works should. 
As a matter of fact, there is consid- 
erable question today as to whether 
there is any authority vested in the 
Selectmen over any of the acts of 
the School Committee, and con- 
troversies are constantly. arising be- 
tween these two Boards, that go to 
prove that the members of the 
School Committee are in no way 
answerable to the Selectmen for any 
of their actions. It is just about as 
sure that no progressive town will 
ever see the appointment of its 
School Committee by its Board of 
Selectmen, as it is that there will be 
-a continued advance along the lines 
of fewer members,

H Talk on The Passion Play 


The quarterly meeting of the Wo- 
men’s union of the South church was 
held on Thursday afternoon, Mrs. F. 


of the president. The reports of the 
secretary, treasurer, and the chair- 
men of the various committees, were 
read and accepted. The business 
was interspersed by three soprano 
solos by Miss Mabel Carter, and two 
piano solos by Mrs. F. H. Foster. 
After the preliminary portion of the 
meeting, those present listened to a 
very interesting stalk on the Passion 
Play as presented at Oberammergau 
given by Miss Frances Tyer. 

As Miss Tyer witnessed the pro- 
duction of the play- last summer, her 
stories and description of it weré 
most entertaining and served to bring 
the various scenes much more clearly 
before her audience than reading o 
them could do. 

Miss Tyer first gave a little of the 
history of the play, how religious 
plays were frequently given during 
the twelfth and thirteenth centuries 
by the German peasants and were 
continued into the fourteenth and 
fifteenth centuries, altho’ less fre- 
quently owing to numerous wars. In 
the seventeenth century a_ terrible 
plague broke out which carried death 
before it wherever it went. The little 
village of Oberemmergau, isolated as 
it is from the surrounding towns, 
seemed to have been overlooked by 
the dread disease, Orders were there- 
fore given that no one should go in 
or out of the village, and in that way 
it was, hoped that the disease would 
not be spread there. A native of the 
village, however, who was at work 
outside, disregarded the orders, and 
stole into the town to visit his family. 
He contracted the disease and it 
spread rapidly. It was at that time 
that the people of Oberammergau 
vowed to present the. Passion Play 
every ten years if the plague should 
cease. There was a cessation of it, 
and the villagers have been faithful 
to their promise, 

The speaker then described the 
theatre where the play is now given. 
It has a seating capacity of 4000, 
and as the play is presented four 
times a week, that tmeans that ap- 
proximately 16000 people see it 
weekly. The production is first 
made in May and lasts six months, 
or until September. The perform- 
ers, of whom there are 680 (200 chil- 
dren, 80 women and 400 men) at- 
tend Mass at six o’clock in the morn- 
ine then return home for breakfast, 
and are ready to begin the presenta-: 
tion at eight o’clock. From Christ’s 
entry into Jerusalem, through .ithe 
intervening events to the Garden of 
Gethsemane, occupy the entire morn- 
ing. At two o’clock the play is re- 
sumed, and Christ's trial, crucifixion, 
resurrection and ascension are de- 
picted, consuming about four hours, 
or until six o’clock. Miss Tyer de- 
scribed the salient features of many 
of the eighteen acts, as well as the 
costuming, in a very vivid manner. 
Several photographs of the scenes 
and actors were also shown. 

The speaker brought her address 
to a close by a few remarks on the 
wonderfulness of. the production, 
considering that it is given by a 
simple, unassuming people, and on 
the absence of any mercernary mo- 
tive in the presentation.

THE BARNARD CONTEST 


Annual Prize Speaking Successfully 
Held in Punchard Hall, Excellent 
Essays Read by Contestants 


The annual Barnard prize-speaking 
was held last Friday evening in Pun- 
chard Hall, and proved to be one of 
the best that has taken place for 
some years. The contest came, as, 
usual, on a very cold night, but that 
fact did not deter a large audience of 
interested hearers from gathering, so 
that the hall was well filled. 

With very few exceptions the es- 
says were well written and well de- 
livered, so that the task of the com- 
mittee in awarding the prizes was by 
no means a light one, and a lengthy 
consultation beforehand was _ neces- 
sary. The prizes were finally given 
as follows: ist prize $20, to Helen 
Frances Swanton, '13; 2nd $12, to 
George Oliver Richardson, ’11; 3rd 
$8, to Lucretia Lowe, ’13. 

Not only were the essays presented 

examples of well-written English, but 
their subject matter was in regard 
to topics of live interest to the gen- 
eral public, so that the speaking was 
not marked by that tediousness 
which never fails to accompany the 
discussion of more limited subjects 
and ones more or less closely allied 
to school affairs, Moreover, the fact 
that the subjects chosen were wide 
in scope necessitated more reading 
and study on the part of the contest- 
ants, and that work was clearly in 
evidence in the essays. 
_The program was opened by ‘the 
singing of the Boatsong from Cowen 
by a chorus of pupils of the school 
under the direction of the music su- 
pervisor, Mr. Stone. 

The first speaker was Miss Eva 
Eaton, ’11, who took as her subject 
The Dragon Astir, or the Awaken- 
ing of China. Miss Eaton followed 
in a very intelligent manner the 
wonderful change which has come 
over that great empire in the past 
few years, socially, politically and 
religiously. 

Herbert Carter, the next speaker, 
e the history of the Order of the 
Boy Scouts, which has come into 
prominence recently. He explained 
the purposes, obligations and work 
of that order. 

The next essay was that of Miss 
Swanton, and was the story of the 
changes and improvements in Modes 
of Travel.The speaker touched up- 
on the subject in all its forms and 
from every standpoint, thus making 
a well rounded out account of her 
interesting subject. Travel on foot, 
on the backs of animals, in carriages, 
coaches, trains, and in water convey- 
ances, and lastly by balloon, airship, 
and aeroplane, were all taken up in 
their turn. The essay was delivered 
in Miss Swanton’s usual interesting 
manner. 

The second prizewinner came next 
on the program. Mr. Richardson 
took as his subject The Conquest 
of the Air, and gave a clear and de- 
finite and at the same time very con- 
cise story of the evolution of the air- 
ship and the aeroplane. He did not 
indulge to any extent in technicali- 
ties but placed the matter before his 
hearers in a very simple way. 

The fifth speaker was Miss Maud 
Spaulding, who also spoke on the 
Awzkening of China, covering prac- 
tically the same points as those taken 
ux by Miss Eaton. Lester Towne 
next spoke on The Benefit of Ath- 
letics, giving a short comprehensive 
account of the good results to be de- 
rived from a moderate pursuit of ath- 
letics. 

Miss Lucretia Lowe then presented 
an excellent essay on The Conquest 
of the Air, remarkably well written 
considering that the writer was a 
girl, and theréfore not necessarily 
interested in airships and aeroplanes. 
Miss Lowe had the same clear ex- 
planation of the gradual success 
achieved by aeronauts as that given 
by Mr. Richardson. 

The last speaker was Miss Helena 
Riley who spoke on the vast changes 
which will be occasioned by the 
opening of the new Panama canal. 

The chorus then rendered “Gypsy 
Life” from Schumann, while the 
judges were making their decision,

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McDOUGALL’S MUSINGS 


Maudlin Sentiment 


Colonel Roosevelt in one of his 
speeches when abroad explained the 
difference between the words Senti- 
mentality and Sentiment. Instead of 
using the long word I use the short 
word but put “maudlin” before it as 
the heading of the letter. I am to try 
to say something about what they 
call child labor. Let me say here, 
as I have said. in a former letter, 
that I have no sympathy with slavery 
or brutality of any kind. At the 
same time I consider it no hardship 
for a healthy boy or girl of 14 years 
of age with a grammar school dip- 
loma to.go to work either in mill or 
farm. This state has good and 
humane laws for regulating the hours 
of labor in factories and these laws 
aie no dead letter but are strictly 
enforced. We are not all born with 
a gold spoon in our mouths, and good 
for us it is that not even a silver 
spoon can be found until we earn it 
by honest labor. The question, what 
is honest labor, seems to be a doubt- 
ful one, and many good people think 
that by what they call educating their 
children, ie., putting them through 
a high school that they will not have 
to work for a living, There is not a 
greater fallacy on earth. What edu- 


‘cation does is to give children a 


knowledge of the tools they are to 
work with. Let me say here that I 
don’t object to a high school educa- 
tion or to a Harvard diploma, but 
neither the one or the other does 
away with work. A doctor has to 
work hard and we often forget to 
pay him. A clergyman has not the 
easy job that many folks think he 
has and the salary of New England 
ministers is not a big one. Then 
take the lawyer, what a struggle to 
live the majority of them have for 
years, and even a congressional job 
in Washington is not a great affair 
so far as the amount of salary got 
from it is concerned; as everyone 
knows it costs more to live in Wash- 
ington than in West Parish. I only 
mention these three professions to 
show that so far as the money in 
them is the good of life the boy who 
went to work at manual labor when 
fourteen years of age working in a 
factory for two or three years and 
then going to learn a_ trade has 
earned in his ten years of life from 
14 to 24 years of age $4000, while the 
Harvard graduate has not in these 
10 years earned a cent but has cost 
some one at least $3000. So you can 
see that at the age of 24 there is 
$7000 difference in favor of the boy 
that maudlin sentiment is crying 
over, 

Let us take a high school graduate 
and look fairly and squarely at the 
prospects that a boy or girl has. We 
all know that thousands with a high 
school diploma have difficulty in find- 
ing a job at even less than a dollar 
a day. The training they have got 
does. not fit them for office work. 
They have to learn to use the tools 
théy have been playing with at 
school. Note, have said _ office 
work. What a hard job a_ book- 
keeper has. What foolishness to 
suppose that it is only a gentleman’s 
job playing with a pen. Steno- 
giaphers have not an easy job. They 
are on the rack all the time and this 
work has to be learned after they 
leave school. A girl at 14 years of 
age who goes to work in a factory 
has not in my opinion any cause to 
repine or fret. She has two hours 
every evening to herself for reading 
or sewing, or if you will, recreation. 
The labor in factories today is not 
brutal or degrading. As I write I 
see the portrait of a woman who 95 
years ago went to work in a flax 
mill when she was 12 years of age. 
N» Saturday afternoons, no stopping 
work at 6 p.m; 13 hours of work 
every day, 78 hours per week. These 
hours she had for fourteen years and 
jJuring that time, by judicious use of 
her Sundays she became a good Eng- 
lish scholar and married my father 
when she was twenty-six, and had a 
trunk full of “bride’s providin’” all 
saved from her two dollars a week. 
I never knew of a woman who knew 
Bible stories like her; she could put 
you to sleep with the story of Moses 
and Pharoah’s daughter finding him 
in his watertight cradle, or Jonah in 
the whale’s belly, or little Samuel 
and his mother bringing him a nice 
new coat ove year. She often made 
me tremble % over telling of Paul’s

as well as a thorough knowledge of 
how to keep bodks by double entry. 
I, have several more utopian ideas 
about schools: 1 only ‘add that what 
is called a classical course is just as 
much vocational education as learn- 
ing for any useful art or occupation.

Public Expression 


To the Editor of the Townsman: 


The School Committee, at the 
March meeting, fulfilled my anticipa- 
tion and prediction by repudiating 
a vote passed at the town meeting 
of 1909 and substituting an authority 
of their own creation—the results of 
the query circular sent out last year, 
and which will be found on page 17 
of the Report of the School Commit- 
tee for 1911. 

This repudiation was apparent in 
the discussion which followed a mo- 
tion to engage a “special director of 
physical training” for the next 
school year. The committee was re- 
minded of the vote of the town 
meeting of two years ago, and that 
the town had not changed that vote. 
I was informed that they did not 
consider that vote an expression of 
public sentiment, and I was imme- 
diately referred to the results of this 
query circular on page 17 of the 
school report. Thalt they considered 
this circular an expression of public 
sentiment was evident throtighout 
the discussion and warranted, they 
think, the engaging of a physical 
trainer, The repudiation was further 
emphasized when I asked if those 
who paid the bills, the taxpayer, was 
not to be considered. The chairman 
replied, “No, the parents of the chil- 
dren who go to school and the com- 
mittee would determine what should 
be taught.” This implies that the 
taxpayer must “say nothing and saw 
wood.” Some of the taxpayers may 
have to “saw wood” or do some 
other laborious work in order to pay 
their taxes for the School Commit- 
tee to spend for “fads and frills” 
which are scheduled for considera- 
tion, and which seem to be the fool- 
ery of the State Board of Education. 

The School Committee, in recog- 
nizing their self-created authority, 
has established a precedent which 
finds no warrant in our civic rela- 
tions, and is a flat repudiation of 
those who only have the right to 
authorize the spending of money, and 
that in town meeting assembled, the 
voters, 

I do not deny the statutory right 
of the School Committee to ignore 
the vote of the town meeting, but I 
question their right and wisdom to 
shift the responsibil and invoke 
the sanction of an authority of their 
own creation in place of the voters 
in town meeting assembled. This is 
an encroachment upon the principles, 
spirit, customs, and instrumentalities 

| of democracy. 

Let us examine the merits of this 
query circular as an expression of 
public sentiment. 

This circular did not appeal to ithe 
voters of the town, the soverei 
people . It was “addressed gotmactie 
to parents, but answers and opinions 
; are desired from all who may be 

Ee interested to respond.” 


s qualification to answer the 


ee cer an sO gy ea 


questions in the circular agrees with 
the ruling of the chairman. Now 
parenthood and interestedness are 
not qualifications for the suffrage, 
although some parents and interested 
persons are voters. They were not 
appealed to as such. 

From a numerical point of view 
the expression dwindles into insig- 
nificance. The number of replies 
was 376; for physical training there 


were 207 answered yes. The popu- 
lation of the town is 7,301; minus 
school children, 6,000; parents of 


both. sexes probably 2,500 to 3,000: 
number of families, assuming five to 
a family, 1450; number 4 voters 
about 1400. These cireulars were 
sent to the parents of school children 
and some interested persons. The 
rest of the public were informed 
where circulars could be obtained. 
Many of the questions could not be 
answered intelligently, even by the 
School Committee themselves, fo; 
lack of data, The question which the 
parents were supposed to be most 
capable to judge (Do you favor the 
kindergarten?) proved in a short 
time after to be unreliable and un- 
trustworthy. What must we infer 
from the remainder? This is what 
fhe School Committee accepts as an 
expression of public sentiment and 
\ warrant to engage a tteacher in 
physical training. 

On the other hand, the town meet- 
ing of 1909, which voted tto discon- 
tinue the employment of a physicaf 
instructor, was clothed with author. 
ity. It was a fair representation of 
‘he voters and taxpayers of the town. 
Probably fifty per cent of the voters 
were present. Its advantage over 
the query circular was the privilege 
of presentation and discussion of the 
question and the opportunity to 
judge its merits. The results were 
decisive and. overwhelming against 
“fads ‘arid® frills.” It was a legally 
authorized body, assembled for the 
purpose of expressing the will of the 
sovereign people to its servants, and 
its mandates should be respected, 

The query circular vote involves 
undesirable political relations such 
as “representation without taxation,” 
taxation without representation, and 
the privilege of the franchise with- 
out legal qualification. 

There should be no question in the 
minds of the voters of Andover as 
to which of these two modes of ob- 


‘taining the expression of public sen- 


timent should prevail, and which of 
these two modes should guide the 
conduct of the School Committee in 
tthe expenditure of public funds, 

If the School Committee wished 
to obtain a concensus of opinion on 
the adoption of these “fads and 
frills,” they have had ample time 
these last two years to institute a 
campaign of education, and thus pre- 
pare the eee. mind for an intelli- 
gent consideration of these subjects 
at the last town meeting. But the 
advocates of these “fads and frills” 
generally resort to platitudes or to 
results that are visionary and un- 
supported by reason or experience.
